In commenting upon the event, Secretary Nettinga 
said, “It was an unforgettable experience to assist 
Chaplain Beukema in the morning worship service. 
When those present were asked how many had re- 
ceived their New Testaments, supplied by the Amer- 
ican Bible Society, it was a thrill to see twelve 
hundred raised hands.” This living testimony was 
only emphasized by Senior Chaplain Herrman, who 
later wrote in part as follows: 

“The American Bible Society has for many years 
supplied the chaplains at the Marine Corps Recruit 
Depots with New Testaments and Bibles for free dis- 
tribution to the service personnel. Since the Korean 
conflict many thousands of New Testaments and 
Bibles have been presented to Marines undergoing 
recruit training. Our every request to the Society for 
Scriptures has been graciously acknowledged and 
granted. For all this we are truly grateful. The Prot- 
estant chaplains recently voted unanimously to 
make an appropriation to the Society from the 
Protestant Chapel Fund, made up of Sunday morn- 
ing tithes and love-offerings. It was agreed the eift 
($500) is but a token gift of appreciation for the 
excellent provision the American Bible Society has

tures, the Word of God. It is with great joy that we 
present this gift to the American Bible Society, anc 
we pray that your endeavors to provide the people:

The New Testament in Modern Irish 


The recent publication by the Hibernian Bible Society 
of the New Testament in modern Irish completes a 
project started many years ago, since the only other trans- 
lation—by William O’Donnell, 1602—had in the course 
of time become archaic and difficult to read. 

In 1932 the Society published the Gospel of St. Mark 
in modern Irish, being the first to appear in the present- 
day translation. It was followed by the other Gospels and 
The Acts in separate Portions. This translation was the 
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Part of a page of the new Irish New Testament,

work of the late Mr. Ernest Joynt, a noted Irish scholar. 
These Portions received the highest praise from the former 
President of Ireland, the late Dr. Douglas Hyde. 

After these Portions had been issued, Mr. Joynt began 
the translation of the rest of the New Testament, which he 
finished shortly before his death. The main revision of the 
proofs was undertaken by the Rev. C. W. C. Quin, B. D., 
with whom Mr. Joynt had earlier consulted. 

Principally for use in Scotland, editions of the old 
version have been published in roman letters. The modern 
version of the New Testament appears only in the Irish 
characters. 

The Hibernian Bible Society is the next to the oldest 
National Bible Society, having been established in 1806, 
two years after the British Society. 

The American Bible Society will be happy to handle 
orders for copies of this Testament to be delivered to 
friends in Eire.

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NE DAY, as Sir Walter Scott was drawing near to 
\ what he called the “last and final awakening,” he 
vas wheeled in his chair to the window of the library at 
his home, ‘‘Abbotsford,” from which he could look down 
pon the river Tweed; and seated there he expressed the 
wish that Lockhart, his son-in-law, should read to him. 
When Lockhart asked “From what book?” Sir Walter 
eplied, ““Néed you ask? There is but one.” In one sense 
sir Walter was right, but from another point of view our 
English Bible is not one book at all. It is a whole library 
of Books. Our English word Bible is derived from the 
Greek Ta Biblia, which literally means, ‘The Books.” 
And these “‘Books’’ were written by a number of authors, 
each in his own style and with his own message. 

- Now, a library is always a fascinating place to a book- 
lover. He will spend hours looking at titles and authors 
before making a choice. Included in this library are sixty- 
six Books #f the most varied character—histories, poems, 
love stories and biographies. Their settings range from 
mountains, rivers and lakes to towns, villages, churches, 
homes, law-courts and prisons. Their characters are old 
men and women, young men and maidens; people in high 
places of authority and people who are of humble birth. 
The heroes and heroines are prophets, priests and kings; 
poets, scholars and fisherman; soldiers, statesmen and 
farmers; queens and serving-maids; dancing girls and 
princesses, lawyers and parsons. 

A journey through this Bible will take us to strange and 
interesting places and we shall meet strange and interesting 
people. But to those who are willing to make it, the journey 
will not be uneventful, for this Book is the record of man’s 
age-old search for God and for the meaning of life and the 
significance of death. Challenges, commands, warnings 
come to us from its pages. Comfort, mercy, forgiveness, 
friendship and love are in its sentences. And everywhere, 
as one writer puts it, “God looketh in through the win- 
dows, showing Himself through the lattice.” 

No wonder that on the language and imagination of the 
English-speaking races this Book has printed itself, and 
that, if we would know our mental imagery, we must know 
our Bible. It was composed in Judea in the latter half of

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the first century. There is a great difference between Judea 
and twentieth-century America, but this Book is as much 
for us as for the Jews. Human authors abound with allu- 
sions to their country and time and to the thoughts and 
ideas current in their country. The very fact of English 
idiosyncrasy makes an English author almost impossible 
to a Frenchman or to a German. If the New Testament, 
for example, had been the work of men who meant it 
only for those of the first century, they would have repro- 
duced ideas of that century which would appear child- 
ish and absurd to us. Consider the Sacred Books of the 
East. They are largely alien to the English or American 
genius, and they do not move and affect us, save often to 
ridicule. There is a whole world of difference between this 
Book and those books. Out of the whole mass of the world’s 
literature, this is the only one which rises above conditions 
of time and place. It is a universal Book which meets the 
needs of all classes. What a cavalcade, what a pageant of 
various types marches out of the Bible! Knowing them, 
we are psychologists and in some measure understand the 
instincts and impulses of human nature; we are realists, 
and see in the hearts of all men the heat of animal passion 
burning there, and the spark divine; we are theologians 
and know man—not utterly depraved but a good thing 
spoiled. 

But from the Bible we have had more than the coloring 
of our language and we have been given more than en- 
trancing pictures. From this Book all inspiration for wor- 
ship and service, for devotion and zeal, has in all ages 
flowed. It has been a river powerful and cleansing, a 
spiritual dynamic behind the moral progress of the cen- 
turies. To it we owe the abolition of slavery, the emancipa- 
tion of women, child welfare, health and social services, 
popular and free education, our belief in democracy, our 
hatred of any system that denies the sacredness of human 
personality; and as Lecky has said: “It has covered the 
earth with countless instituuons of mercy utterly unknown 
to the heathen world.” 

| imagine that in America as in Scotland it is true that for 
too long the Bible has been a neglected or forgotten Book. 
In Guy Thorne’s book called “When It Was Dark” there is 
painted an imaginative picture of a world in which faith 
has died and the Bible is discredited. The writer’s world is a 
place where cruelty, robbery, savage enmity and aggres- 
sion prevail. Thirty years ago, when Thorne wrote, that 
may have been an imaginative world, but is it so today? Is 
it not rather the world we know? And is not the conclusion 
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inevitable, indeed, inescapable, that we must return to the 
teaching of this Book? Many things have changed since 
this Book was first written—men kill each other with tanks 
and bombs instead of with slings and stones; men travel in 
airplanes instead of on asses—but underneath, our nature 
hasn’t changed. That nature needs still the same satisfac- 
tions, the same restraints, the same resources of faith, of 
prayer, of comfort or security or hope, of God over all. 
And this Book provides for all our moods, all our needs and 
all our hopes. Its vocabulary is our vocabulary. Selfishness, 
lust, greed, cruelty, aggression, thirst for power—all these 
are known to us, and of them this Book speaks. Friendship, 
love, mercy, truth, freedom, justice—these words express 
our longings and our prayers, and they shine like stars from 
the pages of the Bible. 

But best of all, in this Book we read of One who, as one of 
your American writers puts it, did not overthrow the op-

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pressive government of Rome, did not lower taxation, did 
not increase wages nor change the economic status of his 
followers; but One who made His followers different men, 
transformed them, endowed them with power, made the 
capable of great faith and magnificent achievement, an 
through them and their successors started more philan 
thropies than all other men who have ever lived. From this 
Book, God the Father speaks through the Son and says: 
“This is my beloved Son, hear ye Him.” This Book is the 
Word of God not because of the valuable Hebrew histories, 
nor because of the beautiful poetry of the Psalmists, nor 
because of the challenging oracles of the Prophets, but be-: 
cause of Jesus Christ Himself. | 
Let us then be resolved to read this Book, to love it and! 
to live by it. Find it, if you have mislaid it. Wipe the dust 
from its covers and find in it not what you have been seek-: 
ing, but Him, the Lord of life, who is ever seeking you. 


A condensation of the report of a recent visit by the Secretary of the Venezuela Subagency 
BY KENNETH BYSTROM 


HE Cotompi< I visited during the last two weeks 
Te July was in many respects different from the 
one in which I served as a missionary under the 
Evangelical Alliance during the years 1943 to 1946. 
Where many an evangelical chapel once stood, there 
now remains only a heap of 
ashes as a mute testimony 
to the atrocities committed 
in the name of the “true” 
church. 

The Presbyterian Board 
of Foreign Missions has re- 
ported sixty-six separate at- 
tacks of Catholics upon their 
missionaries in Colombia in 
recent months. All the inci- 
dents are supported by signed 
statements of victims and 
witnesses. The reports in- 


volve murders, destruction In an assault on the church at Barbosa the pews were 
dragged out and set afire, torn-up Bibles being used to ies 
start the blaze governments, religious 


of property, assaults, confis- 
cation of Bibles and other 
books, prohibition of Protestant services and denials 
of medical treatment. Nevertheless Rev. Robert 
Lazear, Executive Secretary of the Presbyterian 
Mission in Colombia, is quoted in an article appear- 
ing in a recent issue of Presbyterian Life as saying, 
“Many feel that these are the greatest days of oppor- 
tunity the Protestant Church has ever had in Colom- 
bia. I think they’re right. We are praying that God 
will keep this door open.” 

I sensed the truth of this observation during my 
short stay. Though my visa did not permit extensive 
travel, I did visit Bogota, Cali, Medellfn and Barran- 
quilla, where I conferred with several mission leaders 
as well as some prominent national workers. Most of 
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them spoke with such enthusiasm and optimism that: 
one felt as though God had given them some special 
revelation concerning the future of the evangelical 
work in Colombia. : 

At Barranquilla I talked with people who are 
carrying on the work of the 
Evangelical Confederation 
of Colombia in its investiga- 
tions of instances of religious 
persecution in Colombia. 
They are doing a magnifi- 
cent job in sending investi- 
gators all over the country 
to report every attack and 
every atrocity against evan- 
gelical believers. They have 
done an almost impossible 
task of documenting these 
events and advising key- 
persons, including the press, 


bodies and authorities, both 

Protestant.and Catholic, of what is going on. 
Their report for the month of August, 1952 covered 
twenty incidents, mostly attacks upon churches and 
schools, in not a few of which Bibles were confiscated 
and burned. One of these April occurrences directly 
involved our work; and I will let our veteran col- 
porteur, Sr. José Serrano, tell the story just as he 


reported it to the Evangelical Confederation in- 
vestigators: 


Friday afternoon, April 25, 1952, I went to the suburb of 
Olaya in Bogota to sell Bibles, New Testaments and por-— 
tions of Scripture. I worked during the afternoon until 
6:30, when a policeman approached and asked me what. 
I was selling. I told him and showed him the license to” 
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sell books issued to me by the Detective Office of the 
Security Police in Bogota. While we were talking, a police 
officer came up and took me over to the parish priest, who 
had just arrived in a car. The police officer showed him 
my books and the priest said that Protestant literature 
was prohibited and that within his parish it could not be 
given out. The police officer then took me to the precinct 
station of the suburb, telling me on the way that I was 
selling Communist literature. 

_ In the precinct station the policeman began to look 
through my books and to ask me questions about them. 
I kept explaining that I was duly authorized to sell the 
books because the Detective Office had given me a license 
to sell them anywhere in the country. The officer who 
had arrested me saw the reasonableness of the whole thing 
and decided to return my books to me and set me free. 
I was just ready to leave, when a higher-ranking police 
officer entered the office and directed that, by order of 
the parish priest, the books were to be confiscated so they 
could be burned. So it was that they took my books away 
from me and set me free at 7 P.M. 

_ The next day I went back to the precinct station, ac- 
companied by Sr. José Siciliani, manager of the United 
Bible Societies Agency, to reclaim my books. We arrived 
at about nine o’clock in the morning and were imme- 
diately threatened by some of the policemen, who said 
they were going to jail us for selling Bibles. Sr. Siciliani 
showed them his import licenses for Bibles, certificate of 
membership in the Chamber of Commerce and other 
papers which indicate that the Bible Agency operates 
within the laws which the government sets up for the sale 
of books. One of the policemen said that even if we were to 
bring President Laureano Gomez with us, they would not 
listen to us. 

They told Sr. Siciliani that instead of selling those 
Protestant books he should sell brooms and make an 
honest living. They said that Roman Catholicism was the 
only religion of Colombia and that therefore the sale of 
Protestant books was absolutely prohibited and that every 
time they might see us selling Protestant books they would 
arrest us again. They also said that the Protestant books 
were Communistic. Sr. Siciliani replied that that was not 
‘true, that on the contrary, we were fighting Communism 
in Korea and that Christians cannot be Communists. 

Then they telephoned the police station on 24th Avenue 
to ask what they would do about the books confiscated 
the previous day, informing the station that the Protestants 
had come to reclaim them. The police station gave orders 
to hold us until a radio patrol car could be sent to pick 
us up. While we waited we talked with the policemen 
about the Gospel. They showed great interest and changed 
their hostile attitude to a friendly one. Finally, one of the 
policemen asked Dr. Siciliani if he wouldn’t give them 
-one of the Bibles. ! 

_ The patrol car arrived and took us to the police station. 
We were taken into the commandant’s office, where Sr. 
Siciliani again presented all his documents and licenses. 
‘Two priests were called, and the commandant showed 
them our books and asked them if they were all right to 
‘sell. The priests said that they were evil books because 
they were not approved by the church. Sr. Siciliani asked 
them to indicate just why they were bad books. But the 
priests said they would have to call another priest. It was 
then 12:30 and we were released and told to come back 
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to the police station again at 1:30 in the afternoon. 

At two o’clock we were called into the commandant’s 
office. Three priests were there and they began to question 
Sr. Siciliani about the Bible. He said that he had not come 
to discuss religion but to reclaim the books, and he again 
showed the commandant his papers. The priests, how- 
ever, insisted on talking about religion; and for an hour 
we discussed such questions as the interpretation of the 
Bible, the Virgin Mary and tradition. About ten police- 
men, including the commandant, listened in on the dis- 
cussion with much interest. 

Among other things the priests said that the Congress of 
Catholic Works had asked the government to prohibit the 
importation of Protestant literature into the country, and 
that the government had so decreed. Sr. Siciliani said that 
no such decree had been published and therefore they did 
not have the right to confiscate the books of a commercial 
house duly authorized by the law. He added that he 
would press his claim for the return of the books before 
higher authorities. To put an end to the affair the com- 
mandant said we could leave and take our books with us. 


In spite of these untoward circumstances the work 
of the Bible Societies goes ‘on vigorously, especially 
in the larger cities. The inventory of Scriptures at 
the headquarters in Bogota, as of April 30, was sub- 
stantial: Bibles, 10,585; New ‘Testaments, 20,090; 
Portions, 239,786—a total of 270,431. Mr. Siciliani, 
the acting Subagent, feels that the only serious short- 
age is in the better leather-bound Bibles, and I no- 
ticed that everywhere I visited the people were asking 
for these better-bound copies. 

I was much impressed with the neatness of the 
depot in Bogota and the attractive display cases. 
Mr. Siciliani seems very meticulous in everything he 
does and this characteristic is evident in all phases 
of his work. 

I must admit that I was possessed with a bit of - 
righteous envy when I saw the spacious quarters of 
the Bible depot in Barranquilla. I hope the day will 
soon come when we can acquire something similar 
for the Agency in Venezuela. 

Truly, these are days of great opportunity for the 
evangelical churches in Colombia. Many churches 
have been burned (to my knowledge over thirty), 
many Christians killed and many so-called church 
members have left the church because they could 
not stand the persecution. On the other hand, one 
might say that the spiritual strength of the evangelical 
churches in Colombia is at a higher level than ever 
before. Those who remain through the testing and 
trials are genuine Christians and are ready to give 
their lives for the cause of Christ in that land. 

We of the Bible Societies have reason for high 
hopes. We are building up our stocks of Scriptures 
against any eventualities. We are anticipating a 
great year in 1953. Our conviction is that we must 
keep the true soldiers of the Cross supplied with 
the “Sword of the Spirit, which is the Word of God” 
—the only weapon able to free Colombia from her 
spiritual bondage. 
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Twins of Antioch

HE LETTER was postmarked ANTAKYA, which 
is the town that we of the West call Antioch. 
This is the city in which Peter, Paul and Barnabas 


The twins, Nora and Norma 


preached; here the nickname ‘‘Christian” was first 
thrown at the People of the Way; here were once 
great schools of Christian thought, equal to those of 
Rome and Constantinople. But today it is a sleepy 
little Muslim town, sitting watching its reflection in 
the Orontes River, whose course is as troubled and 
restless as that of the town itself. 

This letter ran in part: “I have two granddaugh- 
ters, twins, who wait eagerly for every copy of the 
Bible Society Record. ‘They make me describe every 
picture, and such of the articles as would please 
them I read to them in Turkish. ‘But how can the 
blind see to read the Bible?’ they asked, and I told 
them as well as I could. Quite on their own they 
agreed to save money for blind children and for 
those who never heard of God. They made me their 
savings bank, and I enclose the first result of our 
labors. We hope to send more later. In their own 
words, ‘Please use it for children who don’t want God, 
or don’t know Him or Jesus, our Saviour.’ If you could 
see how happy and excited they are in sending.” 

A Secretary likes to know more about young folks 
who send gifts—especially when they are twins. So it 
seems that the twins of Antioch are named Nora and 
Norma, and they were seven years old on F ebruary 4, 
1952. Since children are not admitted to the schools 
of Turkey before they are seven, Norma and Nora 
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kept their school uniforms and bags for a whole yea: 
before they could use them, and meanwhile the 
practiced reading and writing at home. Now they ar 
first in their class and as busy as bees. Often the 
are set to teach their backward or idle classmates 
a duty which they carry out with seriousness an 
patience. They are a great help at home, and if the 

sometimes disagree, they get over it quickly. | 

In homes such as theirs, a small ornamental box 
is sometimes kept in which are Bible verses on cards 
Daily at breakfast, and when guests call, the box i 
passed, and each draws and reads aloud his verse 
And since this is a region where more than on 
language is in use, in the twins’ home are two boxes 
—one Turkish, the other Arabic. The pair can hardly 
wait for the first polite greetings to be exchanged 
before they come forward with the two boxes. 

Both of them love to hear Bible stories, most of 
which they know by heart and enjoy telling to others, 
particularly their playmates. Many of these have 
never heard these stories or know them only as they 
are recorded in the Koran. A fascinating sheet of 
Braille writing has reached them, but they were dis- 
appointed to find that they could not read it, even 
with their eyes shut. They are industriously saving 
and collecting to send a gift first to the Blind School in 
Beirut, and then to the one just begun in Ankara. 

“When will we have our own church and school in 
Antakya again, Granny?”’ they sometimes ask. 

“I don’t know, dears. We must pray and be pa- 
tient. God will either give us back our church or He 
will send you to a place where there are churches and 
Christian schools,” she answers. 

Nora and Norma know at least ten hymns. When 
evening comes, they stand one on either side of their 
grandmother, and all three sing one of these hymns. 
They then repeat the Lord’s Prayer, once in Turkish 
and again in Arabic, after which they pop into bed.

Antioch “today, . . ..a sleepy little Muslim town, sitting

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a YEAR 1952 begins, we believe, a new era in 
the Bible Society’s activity in Paraguay. Our 
ewly appointed Subagent in that country of the La 
lata field, Rev. Guillermo Milovdn, has taken 
harge of our work with characteristic vigor, and 
evidence is already visible that growth has com- 
menced. The stimulus which is being applied is 
esulting in greater Scripture distribution than has 
been seen in Paraguay for many years. Local church- 
s both in Asuncion, the capital, as well as in distant 
points in the interior, are cooperating with renewed 
interest in the work of Scripture circulation. 
Another encouraging feature is the substantial in- 
rease in local personal’ gifts to the Society’s work 
and in gifts from church congregations. Considering 
the great poverty which blights this fair land and 
o large a proportion of its population, an important 
increase in financial support such as we are witness- 
ing this year is true evidence that the Bible and the 
work of the Bible Society are genuinely appreciated 
in Paraguay. It is likewise a guarantee that the 
Scriptures are being given an enlarged opportunity 
to surround the Paraguayan people with the moral 
and spiritual uplift which they invariably inspire. 
While the several missionary agencies at work in 
this large inland country of South America are re- 
doubling their efforts to serve more effectively and 
to enlarge their labors, it is regrettable to see that 
the active opposition of the Roman Catholic author- 
ities is increasing proportionately. Fanaticism and 
bigotry are being encouraged openly by unscrupu-

lous clerical leaders, and in the interior towns and 
villages evangelicals are the victims of severe persecu- 
tion and not infrequently of vicious attacks.

Anibal Mena Porta, is- 
sued a “‘pastoral’? which, from beginning to end, 
directly or indirectly attacks Protestantism and Prot-

What h 
had found for his own soul he wanted all the world to find. The new life in the 
Church came chiefly from the open Bible in the hands of the people.

The Bible has transformed whole nations. It has freed heathen people from their 
superstitions. It has fostered education, care of the sick, honesty and righteousness, 
God fearing family life, honest government, and concern for all men. The missionary 
and his Bible have transformed many a wilderness into a garden. 

On the other hand, where the Bible has been withheld, darkness and oppression 
take over ... the murder of millions in the Bolshevik rebellion ... Buchenwald .. .| 
Siberian concentration camps . .. men, women and children living in fear day and| 
night .. . medieval conditions in the modern world . . . whole nations kept in semi-| 
darkness and ignorance under the tyranny of dictators. 

What has happened in Russia, Germany, Spain, China, Argentina . . . can happen | 
also here. It can happen in any part of the free world that loses its grasp of spiritual! 
things and its responsibility toward God. : 


Bible — Charter of Liberty 


Decrying moral corruption, passing more laws, making a change in political | 
administration cannot put the fear of God back into people’s hearts. Reading the 
Bible can! 

As men and women read the Bible today, Christ is at work on their hearts ... 
freeing them from sin, giving them new life, giving them a new sense of love and 
service toward others. To make America Christian, America must return to the 
daily use of the Scriptures; for ‘‘the Bible is the cradle of the Christ.” Only then 
will we preserve the spiritual principles on which true freedom is built. 

Why does the Bible play such an important part in human freedom? Because 
it is the book of the Great Emancipator, Jesus Christ. It is He who said, “If the 
Son shall make you free, you shall be free indeed ... if ye continue in my word 
then are ye my disciples indeed, and ye shall know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free.’ (John 8.) 


What We Must DO About It 


We are in danger of losing our Bibles—not from outright opposition but from 
neglect and disuse. Even churchpeople often substitute outward religious observances 
for first-hand communion with God in His Word. They forget that each generation 
must discover the Bible for itself, and that “the only Bible you have is the Bible 
you know,” 

Do we make Bible reading a daily practice? Do we read it with our family? 
Unless we also open our Bible, moral corruption and spiritual indifference will 
make greater inroads on American life. No nation can rise higher than the character 
of its citizens. 

Keep Your Bible Open 

The kind of religion that is needed is the kind that is practiced in homes where 
Bible reading is an important part. Without daily reading we deprive ourselves of 
much peace and genuine happiness, and we cheat our children of their greatest 
heritage. The Bible is not to be a charm but a constant companion. 

Modern living is driving a wedge between us and God’s Word. Do not let radio 
and television take the place of first-hand Bible study. Hearing an occasional sermon 
can never give us a working knowledge of God’s Word. Daily contact with God, 
through His Word and prayer, is needed to help us meet the problems of everyday 
living. And the purposeful study of the Scriptures under a good teacher in a Bible 
class can lead to the most rewarding experiences of life. : 

At a time when millions have lost their freedom through neglect of religion or 
under the oppression of Christ-denying communism—at a time when we are in 
danger of taking our Christianity too lightly, let every American say to his neighbor: 
“. .. Keep your Bible open and keep America free!”

“Without It I Should Die’’ 


When the Japanese were on a spy hunt in Burma, 
anyone who could read was suspect, and it was almost 
a crime to be in possession of a book. But books were 
precious, and the people took to hiding them. Hymn 
books, prayer books and Testaments were hidden 
away and only brought out to be read in secret. 
Some Christians hid a book or two in the pillow they 
used every night, and others wrapped the precious 
volumes in waterproof leaves from palm trees and 
hid them in the forest. A few refused to be parted 
from their New Testaments, whatever the risk. They 
were proud of their faith and scorned concealment. 
*What’s this book?” asked a Japanese soldier on find- 
ing a Testament in the house of one of them. The 
reply was a memorable one and must have impressed 
the soldier, for he left the Christian his book and did 
not question him further: “That is my Bible, my life. 
Where I go it must go with me, and without it I 
should die.” 


From Turkeys to Bibles 


Thomas Yoder raises turkeys. He raises a lot of 
them. He recently sold 17,089 pounds of his big, 
rich, tender birds. Then he decided to give to the 
American Bible Society for its worldwide work a cent 
for every pound he sold. So a check came for $170.89 
with this note: ‘‘May God bless you and give you 
wisdom ipsyour great work.” 


Book Early 


Each year, about this time, we start receiving re- 
minders to do our Christmas shopping early. Any- 
one who has tried to buy a necktie or bottle of per- 
fume the day before Christmas recognizes this as 
good advice; and many people who have waited 
until December to find a Christmas film know that 
October and November are the months in which 
such bookings should be made.

“The Nativity,” an American Bible Society pro- 
duction, follows the King James Version from Mat- 
thew and Luke. It is a black-and-white 16mm. sound- 
motion picture, running 17 minutes. Several years 
ago The Saturday Review of Literature wrote about this 
film: 

This simple reconstruction of the events surrounding 
the Birth of Christ, from the Annunciation to the coming 
sf the Three Kings to Bethlehem, is accompanied by a

recitation of the Bible narrative. Faithfulness to the words 
of the Gospel and the beauty of the unnamed actress who 
plays the part of the Virgin Mary redeem this film from 
the banality which afflicts so many Bible films. 


‘The Nativity” rents for $7.50, but many churches 
prefer to take an offering at the time of showing. 
Such offerings in excess of the rental fee may be speci- 
fied for special projects of distribution, or otherwise 
will be used to help meet some of the more urgent 
needs for Scripture which the Society constantly re- 
ceives from many parts of the world. The Christmas 
season is one of giving, and many churches use this 
picture as a center for an appeal for funds to help 
in this great challenge of world need.

ERE and there all over the United States half a million 
homes will be brightened by a unique Christmas 
greeting this year. Half a million and more hearts will 
rejoice at the timeless Christmas message of this unique 
greeting. 

For this greeting is different from most of the Christmas 
cards in the shops. Not different in color, for the tradi- 
tional red and green of Christmas are used. Nor is it dif- 
ferent in appearance, for there is a familiar decorative 
border of holly and berries in the holiday colors. Like 
many cards, it is im- 
printed with the send- 
er’s name. 

But with these half 
million cards will go a 
like number of Gospels 
of St. Luke in a bright 
holiday cover bearing 
the title, ‘The Christ- 
mas Story according to 
pc. Luke.’ ‘The card 
and the Gospel are pic- 
tured on this page to- 
gether with the enve- 
lope provided for send- 
ing them. This is the 
greeting which has 
been so well described 
as a “‘Christmas greet- 
ing with a Christian 
meaning.” 

It was the “Chris- 
tlanamcaning ‘of 
Christmas that first 
prompted an American Bible Society Secretary to devise 
this Christmas greeting. His effort was so well received 
that other District Secretaries began to offer similar greet- 
ings at the cost of printing. This year half a million Gos- 
pels will be sent out by people who want their greeting to 
tell “‘the Christmas story” of the birth of ‘‘a Saviour, who 
is Christ the Lord.” 

Two messages are available on the cards which accom- 
pany the Christmas Gospel: 


This little book brings greetings and best wishes for 
Christmas and the New Year. May the Christ, whose life 
and teachings are revealed from its pages, give you spirit- 
ual peace and divine wisdom in the days ahead. In the 
pages of this Gospel we share with you the gift of God who 
“so loved the world, that He gave His only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in Him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life!”’ 


How are these unique greetings used? Most are per- 
sonal greeting cards. Pastors send them to members of 
their congregations, business men send them to their em- 
ployees, teachers give them to their Sunday-school stu- 
dents. Several hospitals find these Gospels an appropriate 
remembrance, greatly appreciated by their patients.

CHARLES CLINTON SPAULDING 


The death of Mr. Charles Clinton 
Spaulding, a Vice President of the So- 
ciety, was reported and the following 
Memorial Minute was adopted by a 
rising vote: 

The Board of Managers records with 
sorrow the death on August 1, 1952 of a 
distinguished layman who was a Vice 
President of the Society. Charles Clinton 
Spaulding, born in 1874, rose from humble 
beginnings on a farm in North Carolina 
to become one of the outstanding business 
leaders in America and a noble and prac- 
tical advocate of interracial cooperation. 
Under his wise and skilled guidance the 
small enterprises to which he gave his 
leadership became the largest Negro in- 
surance company, the largest Negro bank 
in the world and a strong savings and loan 
association with combined assets of over 
$40,000,000. He was a trustee of many 
charitable and educational enterprises. He 
was a strong advocate of Negro and white 


cooperation and was held in great respec 
by persons of both races, especially i 
Durham, where he lived. 

He was a deacon and trustee of the Whit 
Rock Baptist Church and concerned for th 
success of the Christian cause. He wa 
elected a Vice President of the America 
Bible Society in 1945. 

The Board of Managers give God thank 
for his character and service and mour: 
his passing.
